be reading. And it is molt certain, 
whileſt they are buſic with that, their 
Wives are free from bcing controled, 
*Tis alſo undeniable , that men cannot 
alwaics be alike carnelt in their affairs; 
for verily if they be ſo, they are for the 
molt part great Peep in the Pots and dis 
recters of their Wives, who have cer- 
tainly their impertections. And it is 
the principalleſt ſatisfaftion , and grea- 
reſt _ in marriage , when a woman 
winks or paſſes by the ations of her hus- 
band ; and the husband in like manner 
the aRtions-of his wife; for if that were 


not ſo, how should they now and then 


im paſling by , throw a love-kiſs at one 
another ; or how should they at night 
be fo earncſt in preſſing one another to 
go firſt to bed. | 
'Tis therefore , above all things , very 
needfu!l for the increaſing of love , that 
a woman wink at many ot her husbands 
actions ; eſpecially it he keep no cor- 
reſpon-

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reſpondence with Tiplers, that will be 
alwaies in the Alchouſes; and there too 
will be ſerv'd and waited upon , for. 
footh, toa hairs breadth; nay, and as 
we perceive, it the Wite brings in the 
Anchovis upon the Table , without 
watring them a little , as oftimes hap- 
pens there ,. then the houſe is full of 
Hell and damnation. For theſe ſmaller 
ſort of Gentlemen , are they who ſow 
{trife and fedition between man and 
wife , and continually talk of new Ta- 
verns and Alchouſcs, clean Pots, and 
the beſt, Wine ; they alwaies know 
where there is an Oxhead newly 
broach'd : and the firſt word they ſpeak, 
as ſoon as they come together, 15, Well 
Sir, where were you yelternight, that 
we law you not at our ordinary meeting 
place Ho, faics the t'other , t'was at the 
Blew Boar , where I drunk the delicateſt 
Wine that ever my lips talted, You 
never taltcd the like on't. If I should 
live a thouſand year , the talt would 
never be out of my thoughts.

rainly preſt out of thoſe Grapes. Words 
cannor poſſibly decipher or expreſs the

What do you think 
then, if you and I went thither imme. 
diatcly and drunk one pint of it ſtan 
ding? Iamſure, Sir, that you will, # 
well asI , admire it above all others, 
Done it is, and away they go: Butitis 
not long before you ſee thoſe roſs blob 
ſoming in their hands, of whoſe {mell, 
trait , and colour a neat draught is taken, 
and an excellent expoſition of the qua- 
hries. Yet the tother Gentleman com- 
mends it to the higheſt ; rhough heis 
aſlured that he taſted a Glals in Maſter 
Empry Veſſels Cellar that was far del 
catcr, and that he would tar eſteem be- 
yond this.

with his beloved : Then when he and 
you 
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you have very relishingly ſatisfied your 


| appetites, and drunk wo or three glaf-, 


of wine into the bargain , he invites you 


| very quietly to walk up ſtairs into your 


chamber to ſay a day-lefſon. Well who 
could wish for greater Pleaſure then 
this ! 

O good Woman , how happy are 
you, if, as well as your husband you 
can keep your ſelf in theſe joys and de» 
lights. Whar ſtate or condition is there» 
in this World that may be compared to 
ſuch a loving , friendly and well accom» 

liched match ! For without jeſting, ie 
appens hardly once in a thoufand times 
that a match falls out ſo well. Andal 
though it did, yet it isnot free from a
